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DETAILED ACTION 



This Application has been examined. The original claims 1-20 are pending. The 
examination results are as following. 



Information Disclosure Statement 

1 . The examiner has considered the information disclosure statement (IDS) received 2/19/02 
(Paper No. 5) (see the attached form PTO-1449). 

Claim Objections 

2. Claims 4-15 are objected to because of the following informalities: editorial errors have 
been found in line 2 of said claims: "any one of the", which is an extra unneeded phrase, should 
be deleted. Appropriate correction is required. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC §103 

3. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

4. Claims 1-3 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Yutaka (JP 



1 1-312470) in view of Eo et al (U.S. Patent No. 6,317,105, hereinafter referred to as "Eo"). 
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Yutaka teaches a method for a plasma display having address electrodes 15, first display 
electrodes 17, second display electrodes 10, and partition wall 5 including metal electrode 
therein, comprising: a first step for addressing opera6tion for each sub-field; and a second step 
for conducting sustaining operation for display (see figures 12 and 15). However, Yutaka does 
not teach that the second electrode is applied a pulse voltage, which is different in polarity with 
that of a pulse voltage applied to the first electrode. Eo teaches that the second electrode (X) is 
applied a pulse voltage (+Vs/2), which is in synchronism but different in polarity with that of a 
pulse voltage (-Vs/2) applied to the first electrode (Yi). It would have been obvious to one of 
ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was made to utilize the polarity reversal 
technique as taught by Eo in the Yutaka device because this would increase wall charge formed 
between display electrodes for improve display brightness and luminous efficiency for a plasma 
display device. By this rationale, claims 1-3 are rejected. 



Allowable Subject Matter 

5. Claims 16-20 are allowed.
